The water proves very troublesome, 
but awing to the peculiar formation of the place 
cannot beavolded, hut must be met with powerful 
pumps, In driving the ‘main cross-cut in the 
Raub hole, they are getting a lot of water Into the 
mine independent‘of the floods, and Mr. Bibby 
thinks they are opening a new tract of country, 
put when they got the country properly explored, 
it will then be known where to follow up. 
. Spenking asto the transport of gold to Singapore, 
Mr, Bibby said it would be just os convenient 
to take the route via Kuala Lumpor as go down 
to Kunla Pahang. The~ Resident ‘has kindly, 
offered a Sikh escort whenever required, Mr. 
_ Bibby hasan impression thatthe Pahang Govern- 
ment would do much better by giving greater 
attention to river transport than so much to the 
proposed railway schemes, Small draft steamers 
-with a high rate of speed are all that are neces- 
anry to place Pekan, Pahang, ‘and all its neigh- 
bouring dependencies in communication with 
‘the outside world. In conclusion, Mr. Bibby 
said his opinton’af Raub is‘how very much more 
favournble than before ; the prospects of Raub 
are better now than they. ever were before.

PERILS OF pk EMIGRATION. TRAFFIC, 


About a decade ago I was third officer of the’) 
steamer Hoskyns, and Dll take my departure 
bearings for,this yarn from Foochow, where we 
were lying for the off-chance ofateacargo. We 


had been five weeks atan anchor off the Pageda: |’ 


Hill, and had seen vessel after vessel chartered 
vat ever decreasing rates as the season advanced, 
Joaded and clear, while never an offer was made 

for us, News of this was wired home, and one 

fine moraing, we were told that we had been 
chartered to run for a large Chinese firm in the 
emigrant trade, : : 


The old Hoskyns was as clean asa new pin, 
her trucks were two glistening balls of gold 
scintillating in the sun, her to’-gallant, topsail, 
and: fore yards shining with gocd black “paint, 
topmasts and to’-gallant’ mast nicely varaished, 

-and-her Jower masts and ‘blocks ‘all neatly 
painted with what we call “ mast colour "(a sort 
of drab), and all the delicate tracery of ‘her 
standing and, running rigging taut and even 
“against the back-ground of'the sky. She was 
as neat and clean as achurch. on deck, and 
below no one-ever saw a 'tween-deck so showy. 
~ Yn anticipation of ntea cargo we had Inid in 
atone ballast, stowed as only Chinese stevedores 
can stow it, all along the lower holds; in the 
- ttween decks themselves we had painted the 
fiatch combings chocolate, the skin of the ship 
_ a delicate malden’s blush, as the mate ace 
put it, and the stringers were a dark blue which 
‘was very effective, and the light steel deck was 
. chunammed fore and aft. In fact, never was o 
. Cleaner ship put to a dirtier trade, as anyone who 
‘has ever carried Chinese emigrants will assure 
you it is. E 24% : 

‘We were ordered first to Amoy, and were there 
some little time, and. thence steamed down to 
“Swatow, where we moored ebb and flood off the 
Emigrant Depdt. Some of the ship's company 
nearly lost the numbers of thelr mess here one 
afternoon, It was just at the turn of the ebb 
that some seven or cight of us went Infor a 
swim. Quite suddenly the out-going tide 
‘gathered strength, and there was a simultaneous 

“awaking to that fact, and. some funk there- 
‘at, All’struck out together for the side ladder, 
and of course nearly drowned one another in 

. their effort toclimb up, Isang out to the men 
fo let the boys up first, and hailed the deck for 
,the ends :of some lines, which were -quickly 
chucked to,us and in a very few mioutes we 
‘were all standing breathless on deck, aed 

After two or three days, during which a Doctor 
—an Irishman, more power to him—-and several 
‘Chinese biewigs examined the ship to their own 
and our skipper's mutual satisfactlon, our orders 
_ were received to take in the emigrants, We 
hud gangway Indders shipped fore and aft on 

| ‘the starboard side, and shortly after 4 p.m, the 
passengers were seen coming off to us In huge’ 
sampans, We counted. them, in on ench 
gangway, men, women and children, and after 
about an hour's struggle were-able to draw breath, 
as they wete! all aboard, 769: souls’ all told. 
After certain amenities had passed between us 
on tha one side and the Doctor and the Chinese 
bigwigs on the other, and the receipts, etc, were 
slgned, all for the shoreleft; and after a few 

- preliminary snorts and gasps our windlass com- 
-menced to unmoor us-and then heave up our 
Kellocks for us, and in 20 rilnutes we were 
slowly steamtng out of the harbour. ‘ 

. Itwas shortly after 7 p.m, when wo left Swatow, 
80. alter mee over the watch to the mate I 
hurried aft to get my dinner over, and then a 

: smoke, ‘ast was my first watch, that is from 8 
o'clock to midnight. : ; 

Atelght hells I relieved the mate. He told 
me the passengers were all below,-to keep a 
good lookout, gave me the course, and made off 

for his cabin, The night was bright and clear 
then, sea smooth, and a crisp breeze, blowing, 
Just cnough to let us all know we were alive, 

‘and to keep the cobwebs out of the to’ gallant 
pheave-hole, The skipper wad keeping the deck 
with me, and ft struck me he seemed uneasy and 
suspicious, at what I couldn’t.make out. How- 

_ ever, alittle before four bells he sidfed'over my. 
; way, ‘and.told me to keep a sharp eye all round, 
that the glass waa falling more. than he liked, 
aud to call bim {f the breeze freshened at all 
.gnd at any rate to be certain to turn him out at 

- ‘ elglit betls. . Ps oe wai 
.” Before six bells the wind did begin to freshen, 
though not in squalls, but with a regular, ever- 

increasing strength, and by seven bells it was 
plowing a fresh to’ gallant breeze. I turned the 

-7 old man out, and we found the glass still falling. 

He told me he did not at all like {t, especially 

as from. the weather. quarter the heavens were 

pelng all clouded over with a dense blackness 
at-eeemed to bode-naog.

only man to be seen, the old carpenter in: his 
oilskins dripping with sex water: and his long 
‘prey beard recking like.n wet swab, as the-wind:

(shut the door as down w nt her bows again 
into the snume, and quickly cressirg myself I 
got out on deck, to lend'n hand where neccssary.' 
{suppose that'down below ‘in the fore "tween 
deck, the Chinese must have ‘been frightened out 
bof their usual apathy; for soon after I got on 
deck we heard a steady thumping under the fore 
hatch, and before the carpenter.and I and some 
hands. could skate’ away for'ard, up went one 
corner of a hatch, and like bees from a hive the 
‘poor scared’ Chinamen poured on deck. _ A big 
green sea swept over the fo'crstle head at the 
same time and came pouring over us, sweeping 
the long tailed Johns af, into the two alley-ways 
funder the bridge, and knocking not a few of 
them down below again. But ‘fortunately none. 
of them went overboard. ve ? 


As quick and as well as we could we got the 
hatch on again, tarpaulined’ and well battencd 
down, with the cleat wedges drivan in taut. To 
prevent such a thing boppening again for'ard, the 
old man told me to roll one corner of the main 
hatch tarpaulin off on the after combing, so as 
to leave afew square feet free for ingress and, 
egress, and to makeall safe as possible, Whether 
he was right or wrong in doing this I won't offer 
any opinioh, but the immediate consequence was 
that scotes of Chinamen ‘were soon crowding 
every place of shelter on deck, such as round our 
cnbin doors, under the bridge deck, and aft along 
the engine room deck-house and fidley, all as 


sea-sick.as mortal.men could be. .1 was glad 


when eight bells went, and I was able to get out 
of it a bit by having to take the bridge, 
| We were in a gucca typhoon, the skipper told 
me, and standing on the upper bridge with my 
eyes to wind'ard, I can assure you I was afraid 
to open my mouth for fear I shruld never shut 
it again, I had never seen wind blow like it 
before. You‘could not breathe without turning | 
leeward todo it,and ag for speaking, eve under 
the weather cloth we could scarcely hear each 
other's voice, ~ aad 
‘The wind had shifted into the nor’ard and 
eastard clear of the land, and hiad raised a very 
heavy sta, and we were poing about quarter 
speed, heading always about a point to the 
east/ard of the seas, and were thus able to stand 
it better, and to keep us from flooding the decks 
fore and aft, as making.our course, which was to 
the southard, and therefore sunning before it 
was, out of the question with that sea on. During 
my watch the wind shifted somewhat, and after: 
noon lessened in'force a little, and towards 4 
a'clock went:into the east'ard. It"had been 
nearly dry all day, with occasionally a little rain 
and two heavy bail squalls. Ss oe 
In the second dog-watch it blew up ‘again as 
hard as ever from: the south'ard and enst/ard, 
with drenching heavy rain dnd lightning every, 
fosecondsor so. The oldman ordered “stations,” 
which is synonymous with " quarters » aboard a 


-man-o-war, and made yp his mind'to run’ for 


shelter under the lee 6f 4 small island off Hong- 
kong named ‘Junk Island, as we were drifting 
close in shore then, which was dead to leeward 
of us, : ; : 


T shall never forget standing by the indicators, 


near the old man, as we ran that night. He: 


knew the. coast well: none better. .We cotild 
not see, literally our hands before us. It’ was 
datk as Erebus, The rain fell. like a shower 
bath about us, and’l verily believe, though the’ 
old man kept'giving a course to steer by from 
time to time as we made our way in, that it was 
the vivid lightning showing us the rocks around 
us, and the passage between them, by‘ which 
we were brought safely into. the anchorage. 
Few Captains would have dared it, even 
Knowing the passage as our old man did. We 
had aroaring typhoon behind us, huge cross 
seas rolling after us, and nothing but black dark- 
ness ahead to make the knowledge of many 
rocks around have double terror for us fram the 
‘momentary gleams we got of them in the life of 
each flash of lightning, . But all’s well that ends 
well, we anchored in safety under.the lee of the 
island, in water like a mill pond, and by mid; 
night there was not a breath of wind stirring. 
The sky was clear and bright with stars,.and all 
was calm,and quiet as the hush of a mighty 
desert. : : 

Next morning was fit for h painter's dream. 
Everything ashore looked bright and fresh after 
the rain, and the scent of the trees was as sweet 
asan English May. im : : 

We turned all hands" up early, welghed and 
steamed Into Hongkong harbour, There we 
saw that the recent blow had evidently been felt 
somewhat, as sampans were lying about bottom 
upwards and.broken, on the long: stretch of 


| embanked roadway facing the bay. Some vessels 


had dragged their mcorings; 9 few ofthe go- 
downs towards.the Chinese quarter of the town 
had lost their corrugated fron : roof; and ashore. 
we heard that the water had poured down the 
sides of the billlike'cataracts, flooding the streets 
foratime, | ne 

By instinct the bumboatmen_ seemed to know 
we had Chinese passengers aboard, ax shortly 
after the kellock had smelt the bottom we were 
surrounded four and five deep with them, 
selling smeliing dainties that only'a heathen 
Chines, as Jack calls him, could eat, ‘and also 
mitk, fruit, and vegetables galore. ‘ 

An enormous trade was done}, whether. the 
bumbostmen were honestly paid or not I cannot 
say, but they never ceased offering their wares, 
each man extolling his own with shrieks of 
expletive, ashe saw’ another ‘apparently morc. 
prosperous, ' ; 

-Thelr very great sickness the long day previous 
naturally encouraged the emigrants to eat 
plenty. now that they were riding so peacefully 
‘at anchor, and doubtless much hbalf-ripe or rotten 
fruit and bad milk were consumed. ' 


* Thetfollowing morning very early the chief, 


officer wakened me, and told me that one of the 
quartormastera ‘was very {ll with cholera, and to 
go ashore at once and fetch off the dactor, 

1 hadn't the least idea where to go, 80 after 
some time knocking about,during wh ch I got wet 
through as it was pouring rain again, I routed 
some European.at a big chemist's, and he very 
kindly, sent off for the; doctor for me; so I, 
returned aboard, | : ’ 

There I found that the poor quartermaster 
was dying, and that several, Chinese were down 
with the felldisease. The doctor came off shortly 
‘after Ina steam launch, ordered us to fly the 
quarantine flag and steam. over to and anchor, 
off Stone Crtter's Island; the quarentine ground, 
where there was a hospital, and that an assistant 
“surgeon. would be sent.over.shorily 

After wo had anchored at, the. Qi 
Station, we laid the quartermaster's bedy on the 
‘bridge, covered with the old Union fack. « ee

known old London sbip,'. Early in the afternoon, 
B police launch steamed up abreast, keeping 
1 or 20fathoms away ' from the sbip, and hai

‘The launch took the cutterin tow, 
and off she went with her dreary load. 


Many more Chinamen now contracted the 
disense, On deck and in the 'tween-deck the 
supercargo and J went round regularly, giving 
medicine, etc, but we seemed todo no pndd. 
Once they felt they had it, they simply lay down 
wherever the could. find a corner ‘to crawl into. 
Round the deck, ucder the bridge, everywhere, 
in fret, where a man could lie, as he thought, 

ndisturbed, were to be seen men-dead or dying 
of cholera, : ‘ 


Then, to make matters worse, some half crazy 


lunatic started the idea that the ship was cursed, | 


and that we were going to take them to the, 
Spanish Islands as slaves. Those who were 
well ‘went ‘scowling round the-decks, looking at! 
us with menacing gestures, or gathered in groups 
scemed to be concocting some crime or other. 

Our old skipper, who was a choleric old chap, 
then got all tands aft, carrying the carpenter's 
tool chest and the cook's irons with them. We 
blockaded the two alley ways round the after 
deckhouse breast high with casks, mattresses, 
ete, served out rifles, ammunition, cutlasses, etc. 
all round, and kept three men on sentry go, one 
in either alley way, and one on the break of the 
pop, oN ; ; 

‘Then we ran the Jack up tothe main to!gal- 
lant mast head,'and the Police launch steamed: 


off to us,.and on our telling them the news, five }’ 


police ‘cu'ters were towed off and a patrol was 
kept up round the vessel all night.

The supercargo and his three or four mates, 
were inside the barricade, and our.old man nearly 
brought matters:to a crisis during an altercation” 
between the supercargo anda very mutinous and 
excitable Chinaman who was gesticulating and 
apparently using fercible and not.very polite 
language., The skipper. climbed over the 
barricade, and with awild rush. scattering 4 group 
of chattering on-lookers, he fairly: chucked the 
malcontent back to usinside,and,wasoveragainin 
ajiffy. Before we could stop him he had whipped 
the Chinaman’s pigtail over the shcarpole of the 
main rigging and hove the astonished Johnnie” 
fairly off his feet, amid-his pitiful yells for mercy 


cand the frantic hows of his friends for’ard of the 


barricade, ; is : 3 
The supereargo interpreted to us that they 
all expected we ,would cut his head off at 
once, as such summary ‘justice is de rigenr 
in China, But ‘when they saw that we did not 
do that, but slacked the man down again till 
his feqt touched the deck, they seemed appeased 
and ready to acknowledge the justice of the 
punishment. At any rate quietness with the 
gathering gloom of night scemed to fall on them 
all, and they cleared off for'ard. . 
. All through that night the three sentries were’ 
kept on duty, being relieved every two hours, 
and’ one of us officers was always up with them. 


When we all entrenched ourselves aft, one 
quartermaster who appeared il! was left locked 
up in my cabin, stretched out on a settee, and 
since about five in the afternoon none of us had 
seen him, My watch that night fell by lot from 
three on in the morning, and after taking a turn 
rottnd the poop and alley ways to see all right, I 
spoke to onc of the sentrics nbout this quarter- 
master. Weagreed that we should find cut how, 
‘he was, but all thought it unsafe to go along the 
crowded 'maindeck, in casc'we should be set 
upon, as without waking up some one else, only 
one of us‘could be sparedto go, . | : 


-* Tyemembered, however, that the mainstay led 


down close to the skylight over my cabin under 
the bridge, and that I could open this skylight 
from the outside ; so’ telling the sentrics to keep 
an eye on me, I went up the main ‘rigging, and 
slid down the stay safely on to the bridge deck, 
and then in two minutes had opened the skylight 
and was in my owncabin. ~ ' 

There I found the quartermaster stretched out 
asleep on the settee, looking quite well, with a 
warm perspiration on his face. I awoke him 
and he said he was as right a3 ninepence and 
would come alt with me. .I gently opened the 
cabin: door and looked out. Everything was 
quiet. Glose to the door were two: dead China- 
men, three or four yards off, abaft the bake- 
house, was another, and behind my cabin were: 
three more ; six in all within a radius of four 
yards from the door. Placing a spare revolver 
I had brought with me in the .quartermaster's 
hand, we stepped out, locked the door behind us 
and without any molestation quietly walked aft, 
and were over the barricade in a brace of shakes. 

Next moming the. Chinamen came aft, look- 
ing as penitent and miserable as possible, and 
‘begged us to have the dead removed. The: 
supercargo assured us that there was now no’ 
more fear; so we let go the Johnnie who had} 
deen, tied up by ‘the pigtail all night, and he, 
seemed deeply ‘grateful that bis life had been: 
spared, ' ae 

The Police launch came off. to ‘us soon alter: 
daylight, and told'us that the Quarantine! 
Hospital. was ready and the Assistant Surgeon 
in attendance, and that we had better send o 
the sick at once. Well, we got- two more boats 
into the water and (ourselves, as not a China- 
man would assist tis) put sume 33 or 34 more 
dead bodies into them, with the supercargo’s 
‘mates to act as “Committers to the Deep,” and 
we drew a breath of relief a8 the Police launch 
steamed off with them,‘ with a firebar slung to 
each tosinkthem, - . 

Then Wwe put the 18 or 19 sick into another 
boat (and kere the Chinamen did help us), and 
2 police cutter towed us ashore and we removed 
themto thehospital, After thiswas done welanded 
anumberofthosethat were well, gottheremainder 
on deck, and with a steam pump and a long 
hose thoroughly washed the ship down fore and 
aft, main and tween decks ; and then, when we 
could not get her'cleaner, fumigated the ‘tween 
decks with damp straw, brown paper, and, best 
of all, buckets’ of coal tar were placed all over, 
relays of men arriving with red hotiroh to plunge- 
in and cause the healthy fumes to permeate the 
atmosphere all round. We also painted ber 


‘ween decks with diluted carbolfe acid, an 
fact did all we could to stay the plague, and, 
thank God, succeeded, as not another sefzure 
occurred, Ofthose that went to hospital only one 
recovered, and the surgeon told me that if ‘the 
once contracted the disease, they were 80. wea 
from long travel, to the emigrant depots that 
it was almostimpossible for them to pull through, 
That night all was peaceftl and quiet; there 
was no more cholera aboard; and we -con- 
gtatulated ourselves that our troubles this trip 
_were probably over. I fancy, it was the immense 
aantity” of green fruit consymed; on stomachs 
thoroughly emptied by sea-sickness, and that 
when a‘certain time had elapsed ‘and the cause 
was ‘removed, ‘no more: seizures occurred:

The country between Tientsin 
and Ma Tao, a distance of 160 /¢, .is still.com~ 
pletely flooded, and the tops of the trees and 
houses sticking out of the surrounding waste of 
peculiarly, forlorn and desolate 
From Ma Tao to. Peking, a 
distance. of 80 /, the prospect is somethin 
for the waters * have 
subsided, and the signs of lifeand husbandry 
are returning. to the fields; carts are passin 
freely back and forward along the roads, an 
the people are, setting 
the ruin caused by the inundation, 
Ma Tao and. Tientsin I counted 18 breaches in 
in\the banks of the Peiha River, four of which 
are very large, measuring from 300 to 400 feet in 
length, longer in fact than the breadth ofthe 
river itself, and very deep. as 

To-day His Ex. Sir John: Walsham received 
an acknowledgement from the Tsung-li Yamén 
for the gold clock presented by.her Majesty the 
Queen, through ‘him, .to the Emperor, . 
present, which ig valued at £1,500, waa accom 
panied by a despatch from her Majesty, con-
